About  10.000, 
many  of  them  kicking  at  an  unac- 
customed dust-ruffle  on  a  long  skin  or 
strolling  self-consciously  in  top-hat 
and  ancient  morning  suit,  idled  along 
the  very  bed  of  Nassau  Street,  where
